Cut off by flames from the 
and choked by smoke which 
from reaching the door of their room, 
John McDonald and his wife, Mrs. Iiazel 
McDonald, crawled under the bed to avert 
suffocation as long as possible. Then, 
determined to die together, they threw 
their arms about each other in fond em- 
brace and waited for the death which soon 
came to both. 

Husband and wife were trapped in their 
room in the third-story of a rooming house 
at 2606 Pine street Thursday night by a 
fire starting from the explosion of a khero- 
gené lamp in the room beneath the one 
they occupied.

NO ARBITRATION 
AT FOES’ TERMS, 
SAY BUTCHERS 


Union Leaders Reply to Packers’ Offer 
of a Settlement on Plan Devised at 
the Joint Conference, Declaring It 
Impossible. 


INSIST THAT ALL THE 
STRIKERS BE RE-EMPLOYED 


Employers, Though Disappointed at 
This Answer, Agree to Meet the 
Labor Representatives for Another 
Discussion of Their Grievances. 


striking meat 
cutters and butcher workmen this after- 
noon returned an answer to the letter 
formulated at yesterday's joint conference 
setting forth the basis on which the pack- 
ers were willing to arbitrate. 

The substance of the reply made public by 
President Gompers of the American Fede- 
ration of Labor is a refusal by strikers to 
submit to arbitration on the packers’ terms. 

The reply renews a demand for reinstate- 
ment cf all striking members of the unions 
involved and for a wage scale equaling 
that in the agreement which expired May 
25. 

The reply, It was saiq this afternoon, could 
hardly be acceptable to the packers, and it 
was feared that until some new proposals 
had been submitted, there would be no joint 
peace conference. 

The packers, however, consented to again 
meet the labor leaders this afternoon. 

Both sides willing to arbitrate, but 
neither disposed to allow the other to dic- 
tate the conditions under which arbitration 
should be agreed to—such was the situa- 
tion today—the fourth of the packing house 
strike. 

While the conference between the pack- 
ers and the strikers adjourned last night 
without effecting a settlement, efforts t.) 
this end were continued today. 

Material progress has been made, some 
of the chief points at issue having been 
virtually disposed of, and the remaining 
differences, although serious, are not re- 
garded as insurmountable. 

There is no objection to the provision in 
the offer of the packers by which all new 
employes may be retained. The strikers 
say that the nonunion men are not prac- 
tical packing house employes, and that 
they would soon be crowded out. 

The principal objection made by the 
union officials to the offer of the packers 
is the provision that they ‘will give pref- 
erence in order of applteation for work.” 

The strike leaders construe this to mean 
that each man on strike would be obliged 
to make an individual application. 

Both sides are holding themselves in 
readiness for a prolonged conflict, but hope 
for an amicable adjustment has not died 
out. 


KANSAS CITY PACKERS TAKE 
ALL BUTCHER STOCK OFFERED 


KANSAS CITY, July 15.—Five ‘ packing 
houses operated their killing and butchering 
departments on a limited scale today. 
Schwarzchild & Sulzberger are killing 
sheep for the first time since the strike be- 
gan. Ruddy Brothers made no attempt to 
resume today and probably will not do so 


before Monday. 
At the Armour, Swift and Fowler plants, 
the output was increased over. yesterday, 


while the two other companies contented 
themselves with accomplishing just enough 
to get the plants im working order. A 
number of new men were put to work at 
each plant, but all are still far from hav- 
ing their usurl quo ta. 
The strike leaders say they are makin 
steady inroads on the packers’ forces an 
that they have persuaded nearly 100 butch- 
ers hired since Monday to join the union 
and go out, aside from the 1100 unskilled 
men, coopers and boxmakers who struck 
on Wednesday and Thursday.

Former Denver Banker Tells of Mint 
His Firm Built to Convert 
Gold Into Currency. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Colo., July 15.—‘‘There was no 
law to prevent it, so we just built the mint 
and coined gold pieces as individuals,’’ said 
E. H. Gruber at the Oxford Hotel, in Den- 
ver. 

Mr. Gruber is one of the partners of the 
firm of Clark, Gruber & Co., who built 
the old Denver mint, still standing at the 
corner of Sixteenth and Market streets, 
in 1860. He is a hale and well-preserved 
man of 71, wiry and as full of vigor as 
many men a score of years younger. He 
has been in Denver for the last month, 
having come here ffom Cripple Creek be- 
cause the attitude of that camp was (too 
much for Mrs. Gruber. 

“My firm was one of the heaviest pur- 
chasers of gold dust in the early days,’ 
continued Mr. Gruber, speaking of the main 
reasons that led up to the building of the 
mint in Denver. “And when we bought a 
large quantity of dust we had to ship it 
to the states to have it coined into money. 
This was a rather expensive proceeding, as 
there were only stage coaches and pony ex- 
presses reaching thig city in those days, 
and we had to pay 5 per cent of the value 
of the dust as an insurance against loss in 
transit and another 6 per cent expressage. 
Our dust was out of our hands anywhere 
from three weeks to three months, and 
oftentimes the cash we would have in tran- 
sit would total nearly $300,000.

FALL TRADE PROSPECTS GOOD 


Outlook Better Now Than for Eight 
Months Past. 

NEW YORK, July 15.—Special advices 
received this week from correspondents of 
the International Mercantile Agency in the 
chief commercial centers of the country 
indicate that, apart from the usual sum- 
mer dullness, there is evidence of a better 
fall trade than merchants have been plan- 
ning for. Just now there is a lull in bust- 
fess usual at this season of the year, 
though some industries report a demand 
for their products that outstrips the prep- 
arations to supply it.

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Gen. Braddock Deteatet 


His Troops Slaughtered 

From a letter of Giles Randoiph to H, 
Barton, Esq., of this city. 

FORT DUQUESNE, Pa., July 9, 175.— 
Gen. Braddock, with 1200 men, was am- 
bushed about ten miles south of here this 
afternoon by the French and Indians, and 
has suffered a fearful disaster, 714 privates 
and 63 officers being kilied and wounded. 
The enemy lost only 40 killed and these 
were mostly savages who ventured into 
the clearing to take scalps.. 

Gen. Braddock was fatally wounded, and 
after several hours’ fighting our troops 
were Griven back to the south side of the 
Monongahela river, where we are now en- 
camped. 

The British government having recently 
decided to vigorously push the work of 
driving the French from our frontier and 
baok Canada. sent Gen. Braddock, 
with regiments of veteran infantry 
from to Alexandria. The capture 
of Fort Duquesne was the exploit deter- 
mined upon by Gen. Braddock, and with 
his troops increased by our Virginians, he 
hae traveled rapidly in order to strike an 
effective blow before news of his intentions 
could reach the fort.

Col. George Washing- 
ton. one of his three aides-de-camp, Gen. 
mradaeck. three weeks ago left a portion 
of his troops with most of the wagon# ba€- 
gage and heavy artillery, under command 
of Col. Dunbar, with instructions to foiow 
as fast as possibla Braddock, with 1200 
chosen men and officers, has hurried for- 
wari by forced marches. 

This afternoon our whole train crossed 
the Monongahela river. We were marching 
in perfect order through a low plain flanked 
by bush-covered ravines. Not an enemy 
appeared, and the most profound silence 
reigned over the wild territory. It was a 
splendid spectacle, as we were in full mili- 
tury array. No scouts were out, Gen. 
Braddock having refused the advice of Col. 
Washington, who, though only 23 years of 
age, has had abundant experience fighting 
Indians. We were proceeding leisurely along 
with a sense of security as complete as if 
on dress parade. 

Suddenly a heavy discharge of musketry 
in upon our front and imme- 
diately after another upon our left flank— 
the surprise was complete. 

Col. Gage gave orders to fire, and, though 
no enemy was visible, our discharge upon 
the spot where the smoke was seen caused 
the Indians to scatter. Capt. De Beaujen, 
their leader, was killed, but Capt. Dumas, 
who succeeded him in command, itmme- 
diately rallled them, and, sending “them 
down the ravines, they attacked us upon 
each flank, while he, with the French and 
Canadians, maintained his position in front. 

Then ensued a terrible carnage. 

Of Braddock’'s troops, our Virginians 


was poured 


by French and Indians. 

indians. Gen. Braddock and his officers 
continued forming them into platoons and 
columns inorder to make regular dis- 
charges, which struck only the trees and 
the ground. 

Meanwhile, secure behind their natural 
breastworks, the enemy shot first at Our 
officers on horseback, then at others, each 
time bringing down a man. Captains Orme 


and Morris, two of the three aides-de- 


camp, fell first, and Washington was the 
only one left to distribute the general's or- 
ders. Riding in every direction and mak- 
ing himself so conspicuous, he was the tar- 
get for every savage, especially for one 
old chief, renowned for his marksmanship, 
but failing repeatedly to harm him, they 
let him alone, ‘declaring that he is under 
the protection of the Great Spirit and will 
never die in battle. Although four balls 
passed through his coat and two horses 
were killed under him, he is unhurt. 

After the slaughter had continued for 
several hours, Gen. Braddock, having had 


three horses killed under him, received a 
shot through the right arm and the lungs 
and was borne from the fleld by Col. Gage. 
More than one-half the soldiers have been 
either killed or wounded, and the rest, on 
the fall of the general, fied until they 
reached the south bank of the river. 

Col, Washington, with our proyincial 
troops, covered the retreat of the regulars 
until the pursuit ended. 

Gen. Braddock lies mortally wounded and 
the surgeons have little hope of his re- 
covery.

LONDON, July 15.—A pitiful =, ectacle 
may be seen today on the coast o. Pmut- 
folk. Many have heard of the strange 
romantic history of Dunwich, that proud 
city of the East whose scanty ruins now 
totter on the brink of the cliffs, a fleet- 
ing monument of the mutability of earth- 


ly things. 

Grim relics of that glorious peat. dis- 
membered fragments of the dies of 
those who were once its proud citizens, 
now cumber the beach and make play- 
things for the waves of the North Seas, 
I found the skull of one of these former 
tesidents on the shore yesterday. 

What a heyday Dunwich had! 
luries long gone by its harbor was filled 
with shipping, its coffers with gold and 
its streets with prosperous citizens who 


lorded it over all others in East Anglica. 
Dunwich was one of the great cities I 


the earl es of England. The Rom: 
settled A and in Baxon times it +; 
to eminence, so that it was made. the sebt 
of a bishopric, and for ages afterward < 
joiced in the magnificence of  prelatica 
state. Kings were pleased to smile on it, to 
make grants of charters and gifts of land, 
and even to build a regal palace there. 
Courtiers in the retinuc made _ merry 
within walls of solid mason built to defy 
the assaults of time. Dunwich established 
a mint and made its own money, but it 
made infinitely more by the far-reac hing 
sommerce, which drew all ships to its ha- 
ven and all the traders of East Anglia to 


this, their capital. 
Massive Walls With 


Solid Brass Gateways. 
Within the massive walls, pierced by 
gateways ‘of solid brass, there were, as 
record shows, 62 churches and religious 
ouses, and as many great ships and @ 
crowd of e#emall craft held this their port 
of origin. Before Liverpool, or Gldsgow, oF 
Bristol and their fleets were dreamed of 
Dunwich was among the chief ports of 
England. vil 
But those who built the town were /ike 
the men who built a house upon the sands, 
ned the winds blew and the waves beat 
n it, and it fell. Today nothing of the 
ry and the greatness, little even of the 
glory remains. The harbor, the ships, the 
streets, the churches, the palaces, the walls 
of stone and the gates of brass, all have 
gone. 
For the low cliffs on which the town 
stood were composed of loam and sand, 
and the ocean was hungry and made a 
yearly meal of them. Centuries ago the 
danger was seen, but nothing could avert 
it. The seaward part of the town was 
gwallowed up bit by bit by the ruthless 
waves; street after street vanished, a 
wood which flourished south of the town 
was submerged, and long after the trunks 

were exposed at low tide. 
Piers were bufilt in despair to save the 
arbor, but they, too, were but mouthfuls 
for the sea. Slowly but surely all the 
aterial monuments of the _ glory of 
nwich were taken.

"INNOCENCE ABROAD. 


Her Engagement to Spender Clay, 
Announced in Her Father’s Pa- 
per, Surprises London. 


WAS SON OF RICH BREWER 


All England Laughed at His Story 
—His Money Is His Only Rec- 
ommendation.

LONDON, July 15.—Pauline Astor’s be- 
trothal to Capt. Hugh Spender Clay is the 
greatest surprise and mystery London so- 
ciety has had in 20 years. No one would 
have credited the announcement had it not 
been in her father’s own paper, in two 
lines without any caption. tucked away 
obscurely and just filling out a column. 

Spender Clay first came prominently be- 
fore the public through his prosecuting 
lord William Nevill, who found in him 
the easiest dupe a swindler ever victim- 
ized. London rang with laughter over 
Spender Clay’s ingenuous recital on the 
witness stand of how Nevill relieved hiin 
of thousands upon thousands of pounds 
on pretexts which a child of average intel- 
ligence could have penetrated. 

Lord William Nevill was sentenced to 
penal servitude, from which he was re 
leased about 18 months ago, and Spender 
Clay resumed service with his regiment, 
Laving earned the reputation of a first- 
class ‘‘juggings.”’ 

More recently he came before the public 
in connection with what is known aa the 
Windsor “‘ragging”’ s l, in which a 
Heutenant in the guards named Gregson 
was atrociously ill treated—ducked in a 
horse trough in the middie of the night, 
while everything in his room was smashed, 
because he persisted in attending ta his 
work and did not join in the officers 
sports. 

This, according to the social and military 

ode of ethics, conatitutes nothing against 

‘apt. Spender Clay's utation, but his 
incredible foolishness in his dealings with 
Lord William Nevill is another matter. 

Miss Astor evidently has the full consent 
and approval of her father, William Wal- 
dorf Astor, in her betrothal, and that is the 
real source of amazement, for according 
to the standard in the public mind. Spender 
Clay’s only tangtble recommendation is his 
money—he has $100,000 a year—and an As- 
tor needs money least of anything. 

His father was a partner in a great brew- 
ing firm. After a brief widowhood his 
mother married her husband’s private sec- 
retary, Beresford Melville, who afterward 
became a conservative member of Parlia- 
ment. 


BAYAN ON PLATFORM 
STRONG. PLANKS 


Says Imperialism Is Main Issue and 
Party Stands Firm—tTariff 
Position Good. 


LINCOLN, Neb., July 16.—*‘The plank on 
imperialism is positive, strong and satis- 
factory to the entire party,’’ said William 
Jennings Bryan in a second interview on 
the Democratic platform, “and,” he cof- 
tinued, ‘‘this issue becomes paramount in 
the campaign.”’ 

Mr. Bryan is stfil giving the platform 
careful constderation. He finds much to 
approve of in it, as shown by this further 
statement: 

“The tariff plank is good, but it was 
made so on a close vote in the committee 


and largely against the opposition of Mr. 
Parker's adherents. 

“The anti-trust plank is a good one, It 
demands the enforcement of the criminal 
clause of the criminal law against the 
trusts. It demands the abolition of re 
bates and discriminations and it demands 
the withdrawal of the interstate commerce 
privileges from trusts when once con- 
victed. The plank is infinitely superior to 
the Republican plank and with a presi- 
dent who desired to destroy the rusts 
would be a aufficient plank, but as this 
trust plank was also substituted by the 
full committee, there is reason to fear 
that it may not be in keeping with the ideas 
of the candidate. 

‘The labor plank is nearly all that could 
be desired. It declares against govern- 
ment by injunction; it favors arbitration 
and the eight-hour day, and denounces the 
methods that have been résorted to in the 
Colorado strike, but as these planks were 
added in the full committee, some uncer- 
tainty exists as to the candidate's position. 

“On the whole, the platform is  gwod. 
From a western standpoint, its greatest 
defect is that it makes no mention of the 
money question.”’

After taking the dose she screamd for 
help. Persons in the boarding house ran 
to her assistance, but it was too late, and 
she died within a few minutes. Miss Wil- 
man was a pretty blonde, 24 years of age, 
and had been working for a local firm as 
a bookkeeper for the last three years.
